WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— House leaders moved today to keep 
toreign aid flowing until at least the end ol the current legislative 
session while Congress ponders the program 's tuture. 
Chairman George Mahon, D-Tex.. of the House Appropriations 
Committee said he would seek House passage next Tuesday or 
Wednesday of a special resolution that would keep the em battled 
assistance program alive until the end of the current congressional 
session. He speculated that could be anywhere between early 
December and Jan. 3. 1972. the start of the second session of the 92nd 
Congress. 
In a surprise move last Friday.the Senate voted 41 to 27 to kill the 
aid program which has been in operation since just after World War II. 
Money for foreign aid, as well as the Defense Departm ent and a 
handful of other federal activities, will halt at midnight Nov. 15 unless 
Congress passes a resolution to continue it beyond that date. 
Mahon announced the House strategy in an appearance before the 
Rules Committee. That panel s clearance was required before the 
resolution could be taken to the floor 
On the other side of the Capitol, the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee held a luncheon meeting in an attem pt to compromise 
between congressional demands for a cutback in foreign aid and 
administration pressures for a complete revival of the program. 
There were indications the com m ittee would decide to continue the 
program until next June 30 at a level of about $2 billion to $2.5 billion 
annually.

Troops surround Belfast district 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland < U P I )—More than 
1,000 British troops surrounded a square mile Roman 
Catholic district of Belfast today and traded gunfire 
with snipers, including a num ber shooting from 
churches and a cemetery. 
Soldiers said they shot and killed at least one 
gunman and wounded a second in the hours-long battle 
in the Unity Flats Roman Catholic housing deve­ 
lopment northwest of central Belfast.

policemen 
slightly, 
the 
spokesman said 
“ If we don't get them before 
daylight, they'll disappear like they always do," one 
officer said. 
As gunfire lessened. British troops struck into 
Roman Catholic areas in Belfast and Londonderry in a 
massive hunt for hidden weapons and gunmen. 
More than 1,000 soldiers took part in the sweep 
through the Roman Catholic Andersonstown section of 
Belfast where gunmen shot and killed two detectives 
earlier in the week.

Roman Catholic Church 
in Donegal Street, St 
Ennoch s Presbyterian Church a quarter mile away 
on Crumlin Road, and in a cem etery behind the 
Glenravel Street police station. 
The trouble started when troops went to the area to 
search houses. About 20 to 30 women began throwing 
stones in protest and the arm y tired rubber bullets. An 
hour later the troops cam e under sniper attack which 
continued throughout the night. 
The Unity Flats area had been relatively quiet in 
recent months, although it had often been the scene of 
disturbances at the beginning of the current troubles 
in August. 1969. 
The sniping incidents cam e alter a series of 
bombings across the province Wednesday night. 
Among the targets was a pub on the Hannahstown 
outskirts of Belfast where gunmen gave custom ers 
four minutes to evacuate before the device went off.

Cabrillo students take up 
talking to digital computer

The 
Atomic

announced Wednesday that the blast was 
tentatively set for i 5p.m. esti Saturday, 
depending on weather conditions. 
C onservationist 
groups 
continued 
protesting the five-megaton blast and one 
protest 
vessel. 
Greenpeace

sailing toward the Aleutian Islands test >ite 
to “observe" the explosion from offshore 
Opponents of the bomb fear tidal waves 
and earth tremors could result from the 
underground blast which will be 250 times 


the strength of the A-bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima. 
An A EC official explained the Amchitka 
setup to newsmenJWednesday. 
Logistics expert William D. Smith Jr.. 
Las Vegas, said the Cannikin test package, 
including the nuclear warhead, weighed 838 
pounds and most of the weight was hanging 
on a cable in the shaft ol the mined cavern 
where the blast will be detonated 


The top ot the cannister containing the 
device was 5.603 feet below the surface of 
the island. The shaft from top to bottom 
was 6.150 feet and the nuclear warhead was 
in the center of the cavern was at 5.875 
feet. Smith said. 


The 
shaft 
was 
being 
tilled 
with 
’ stemming, 
alternate layers of specially 
cleaned and graded pea gravel, fine sand 
and cold epoxy plugs. 
Five and one-halt million pounds of 
stemming was required to fill the shaft,

To prevent seepage, a hole was bored to 
the chamber area tor a pump line and two 
pumps in the bottom of the hole were 
designed to spew out water at the rate of 70 
gallons a minute. The hole will be closed bv 
a surface valve the day of the blast. 


To further prevent radiation leakage, 
two epoxy plilgs will be inserted near the 
top of he shaft Similar plastic plugs were 


already inserted as tilling progressed 
The AEC also announced it would have

weather conditions were precisely right 
and there was some leakage, the nearest 
native village.

Students to measure test

Warren Wells wears number 
not called by quarterback

VACAVILLE, Calif. — (NEA) — Warren Wells is, right 
now. a number - B 36747-2 — in the files of the California 
prison system. You approach him through high wire 
fences, barbed on top. with three armed guard towers 
spaced the length of the stockade. It is called, euphemis­ 
tically, the California Medical Facility. 
An electrically controlled gate clanks open, leading 
to a main foyer, where Sgt. J. Gardner on duty checks 
your I D., summons the prisoner and then a guard un­ 
locks a door to a visiting room. 
There, behind impersonal, cold, bullet-proof glass sits 
Warren Wells. In a slouch, fingering a cigarette, a phone 
in front of him. On your side of the glass, there’s a 
phone, too. Pink. It’s a hell of a way to communicate, 
face to face. 
“ I don’t feel embarrassed,” his voice comes muffled 
through the receiver. “ I just do my time. I been here 
since September the eighth.’’ 
His fingers squirm nervously. He shifts in his chair 
and his gaze isn’t always direct. He draws silently on his 
cigarette. Wells is essentially a quiet, withdrawn man 
with strange spurts of violent behavior. 
On Oct. 30, 1969, at a time when he had emerged as 
one of the great wide receivers in professional football, 
for the Oakland Raiders, he was convicted of attempted 
rape and put on probation for three years. This summer, 
he was stabbed in a bar incident in his home town of 
Beaumont. Tex., and a month ago Judge Leonard Deiden 
revoked lus probation and, under Section 1168 of the Penal 
Code, sentenced him to 120 days in the Medical Facility, 
during which the Department of Corrections is to return 
a study on the prisoner. 
“ First time for me," he says, “ in a place like this. 
I’m seeing what it’s like from the inside. It’s different 
here, all right.” 
He wears the washed out olive denims which are reg­ 
ulation inmate uniform. The heavy black mustache and 
wisp of goatee which he sported a month ago have 
been shaved off. His hair is short. No semi-Afro. He’s 
clean and nondescript. A number. 


How does he explain what happened to him? 


“ I think it stems from the rape incident and the alco* 
hoi.” A pause and a shrug. 


The picture drawn of Warren Wells from those close 
to him — his family, his lawyer — is an impassive, in­ 
troverted man who is transformed by drink. Since his 
original conviction, he was picked up twice for violating 
probation, on drunken driving charges, and reinstated. 
“ I’ve heard them say it’s the alcohol, that I can’t 
handle it." he says. “ But I don’t think so. I just got in 
trouble. 
“ 1 don’t think I did anything wrong this time to be in 
here. You got to ask (Judge) Deiden on that. I’m walk­ 
ing a tightrope I got to be very careful what I do. 
“Sure, I’m worried. I’d like to get back to my job. 
And the money.” 
He will miss most, if not all, of this year’s salary with 
the Oakland Raiders. There is a strong chance that he 
will have his term in Vacaville cut short, that he may 
even get out within 30 days. His lawyer is hopeful. War­ 
ren has not been under psychiatric care. He talks to his 
correctional counselor, M. M. Oliver, a couple of times 
a week — the only semblance of treatment. 
It's all up to the judge. Meanwhile, Warren spends 
five days a week in the prison gym. where he is an

assistant to the coach. He has just finished playing a 
basketball game. How’d his team do? 
“ Not good. Lost by 10.” 
Warren has also seen all the Raider games this fall 
on television. Could they use him, a man who caught 36 
touchdown passes in three seasons? “The guys in my 
place,” he answers politely, “they know the job.” 
So, stoically, he accepts the routine of prison. To bed 
at 9, up at 6. Starchy meals, a cramped cell. He com­ 
plains mildly, “They could be better. But I’m a quiet 
guy. I believe the less you say, the better you be.” 
And if the stigma of being a convict bothers him, he 
doesn’t let on. Nor does he admit it affects him, being 
cooped up in this slab of an institution among plum or­ 
chards where the land flattens out into the Sacramento 
Valley. 
“Time is valuable,” he says, “but I got plenty here. 
What can I do? I can’t break out. That would be foolish. 
I’ve talked to the other inmates, and they say this isn’t 
one of those bad places like Quentin. 
“This is a touch.” 
Across the room, past panels of glass, an attractive 
woman visiting another inmate motions eagerly toward 
Warren. His back is turned. You point her out to him 
She waves. He shrugs. She knows who he is. 
“I ’m an Oakland Raider fan,” she smiles.

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing eased up somewhat last week due mainly 
to several days of winds and high seas. Towards the 
weekend things began to pick up, and as we write the radios 
are reporting som e good takes. Those who went out despite 
the bad weather, picked up fish, an indication that thev had 
not left the area. Apparently the kings took a swing around 
towards Oso Flaco and cam e back in again However, when 
the winds finally calm ed down, there was a spell of very 
clear water. We are informed this is not salmon water, just 
a current condition. 
With less than two weeks to go and the winds keeping 
down, we can expect a record breaking end to the 1971 
salmon season. It is a long time since there were two such 
spells as were experienced this vear, with a poor spell 
between. 
Ver\' little happening on the albacore front out of Morro 
Bay. The long fins are still in the sam e location, and 
prevalent winds kept most boats at home. One or two that 
did get out were well rewarded for their long, hard trip So 
far we have no report on what action the Fish and Game 
Commission took on the recommended ten fish limit on 
albacore. The DFG still agrees that there is no biological 
reason for a limit, and that the average catch without a 
limit is no greater than with one. However the DFG 
contends that the no-limit rule resulted in the waste of fish, 
and encouraged the illicit sale of sport-caught albacore 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Lake Nacimiento reports that White and Black bass led 
the way last week, but that the crappie fishing is making a 
serious challenge for the most popular fish in the lake. The 
cooler water is bringing in fish to the shallows where they 
are much easier to catch. Crappie anglers are working hard 
in 6 or 8 feet of water on weighted spinners and feather 
jigs., with fish up to 2*2 lbs. common Cold nights have held 
most cat fishermen at home, but the few that bundled up 
and took the chilly night air were well rewarded with large 
fish. 
Art Price. Marina Manager, announces that a weekly 
fishing derby will start Nov. 1 and end Feb. 29 Each 
contest will run Monday thru Sunday. The prizes will be 
merchandise certificates of $25 for the largest black bass 
$15 for the largest white bass, and $10 for the largest 
crappie. 
Fishing days in 
the north central areas stream s, 
according to P.G and E stream scouts, is about over except 
for lakes, which are open the year round. High elevations 
are getting cold, and anglers are cautioned to take chains, 
axe and shovel if going into the high country Most of the 
usual steelhead and salmon waters are normal, with plenty 
of fish moving up stream . Fishing should be good for steel- 
head and salmon 
Trout fishing in Lopez Lake is at long last picking up lor 
the bank fishermen Water is getting colder, and the trout 
are moving up from the deep water However, the lake is on 
the low side and correspondingly weedy around the edges. 
Best action is at Vista Largo and Cottonwood, using salmon 
eggs or cheese. There should be another planting in the 
near future. With a heavy rain, fall and winter fishing 
should be good. 
Atascadero Lake and Laguna Lake were both planted last 
week with rainbows running about three to a pound 
Further south, both Cachuma Lake in Santa Barbara 
County and Casitas Lake in Ventura County are getting 
weekly plantings of rainbows.

Coastline protection 


Drama of the highest order is being 
played in Sacramento over the last of the 
remaining coastline protection measures 
introduced this session of the legislature. 
The measure, known as the Sieroty Bill, 
is 
currently 
in 
the 
Senate 
Natural 
Resources Committee. Hearings are set 
Monday 
on 
the 
measure 
which 
was 
amended considerably last week. 
The Sieroty Bill cails for a complicated, 
organizational set up with vast powers 
contained in a State Commission to control 
and 
protect 
the 
State's 
remaining 
coastline. 
The measure masquerades local control 
over protection methods by calling for an 
area commission represented by Santa 
Barbara. San Luis Obispo and Ventura 
Counties. Six areas would cover the State. 
Thirteen members would serve on the area 
commission: 
three county supervisors, 
four city council members, two members 
to be appointed by the Governor, two by 
the State Assembly and two by the State 
Senate. 
Their 
task 
would 
be 
to 
draw 
up 
protection procedures for the area for 
submission to the State Commission for 
study, 
revision 
and 
formation 
of 
a 
statewide 
general 
plan 
for 
coastline 
protection. The plan, in turn, would be 
submitted to the State Legislature for 
approval and thereby become law. It is 
projected that this entire procedure would 
take nearly two years or more. 
During 
this 
procedural 
move, 
a 
moratorium would be declared on all 
coastline development requiring approval

of the State Commission for any changes. 
It would be difficult, we are sure, to find 
any citizen who does not believe that the 
State’s remaining coastline should not be 
afforded protection. However, certainly 
there 
must 
be 
a 
simpler and 
more 
effective way to institute this protection 
without giving birth to another massive 
bureaucratic organization that will take 
forever 
to 
afford 
the 
needed 
quick 
protection. 
Furthermore, a Statewide general plan 
law would no doubt require interminable 
legislative procedures to change in the 
event change was deemed necessary in the 
local area. 
Santa Barbara County presently has a 
rather strict ordinance 
governing 
the 
remaining coastline of the county. The 
ordinance 
was 
devised, 
studied 
and 
adopted 
by 
local 
elected officials 
in 
conformance with local public hearings. It 
is the fear of many, and we agree, that this 
ordinance could be a jeopardy should the 
Sieroty 
Bill 
be 
adopted. 
The 
local 
ordinance would be at the mercy of the 
State Commission for any revisions they 
so desire despite the approval of local 
government. This is an erosion of local 
control of which we do not approve. 
If the State is desirous of overseeing 
coastline 
protection, 
there 
is 
an 
alternative. 
The 
State could, 
through 
legislation, 
simply 
mandate 
that 
all 
counties with any coastlines — ocean, 
lake, stream or river — include specific, 
strict protection in their already mandated 
General Plan. 


U.N. (Part 11 ) 


Back in 1945, critically-situated 
Americans dreamed of an evolving 
world federation, 
the 
inevitable 
result of a nuclear politics. The 
form such a federation would take 
was never clear, but it was hoped 
that the United Nations organization 
would prove adaptable. 
Into its 
composition the architects injected 
strains of prudence and reality, as 
also 
strains 
of 
idealism 
and 
egalitarianism Thus the Security 
Council would guard the essential 
interests of the essential powers. 
And the General Assembly would 
have authority in matters of great 
consequence, 
largely dealing in 
areas 
where 
the 
moral force of the 
international 
body 
needed 
harnessing 
in order to advance 
___ 
the objectives of the 
Ai* 
UN, which are the 
objectives of Eagle 
Scouts. 
A few years after its inception we 
discovered, hard on the experience 
of prolonged Soviet intransigence, 
that the Security Council was all but 
immobilized by the veto. It was then 
that we moved i successfully i, to 
give more authority to the General 
Assembly, which emerged in the 
decade of the titties as the primary 
focus of attention During the same 
decade, and in th e next decade, 
membership 
in 
th e 
General 
Assembly multiplied, with the end 
of colonialism in the non-Russian 
world And a feeling of collegialitv 
grew among the nations of the so- 
called Third World These nations 
dominate, numerically, the United 
Nations. And they move, in decisive 
blocs, to serve the interests of 
major powers on matters that for 
reasons grave and trivial, suit, 
episodically, their fancy. They are 
grown accustomed to a moral-socio­ 
logical rubric which is altogether 
infectious, causing for instance the 
American delegate. Mr 
Francis 
Plimpton, to proclaim proudly a few 
years ago that colonialism was 


dead, to say so in a chamber in 
which 13 nations metronomically do 
the bidding of a single state, the 
alternatives being to lie down to 
receive its tanks and infantry. 
Even so, the United Nations has 
its uses, and the United States would 
be mistaken recklessly to withdraw 
from 
it. 
But 
in 
weighing 
our 
relations with it, we should bear it in 
mind that we are, (and let us always 
be», 
a 
square 
country, 
which 
believes in the rules of the game. It 
has not occurred to us, since Adams 
defeated Jefferson in the election of 
1796, to do other than accept the 
verdict of the voting majority. The 
General Assembly of the United 
Nations, as we have just now seen, 
has the raw power (m effect», to 
admit to membership the de facto 
governors of mainland China, and to 
expel from membership the de facto 
governors of Taiwan. 
We acknowledge that the General 
Assembly has the right to act as it 
did, but we recognize also that in 
virtue of our active participation in 
a procedure that permitted the 
result 
we have seen, 
we have 
become involved in a process that 
has caused a great injustice, and one 
which is, moreover, intolerable in 
the light of our continuing strategic 
commitments. 
I call on the President of the 
United 
States 
to 
instruct 
his 
ambassador to the United Nations to 
cease, beginning immediately, to 
vote in the General Assembly. To 
argue there, yes; to listen, yes; to 
plead; 
to 
explain; 
to 
cajole, 
threaten; conciliate, yes; to vote, 
never. Because to participate in the 
vote, given the American ethos, is 
psychologically to involve ourselves 
in the outcome of a vote which we 
cannot — as the world s major 
power 
concerned 
with 
ethical 
considerations — agree to do. 
If the United Nations wishes to 
.expel from membership all nations 
that resist domination by those 
other nations the United Nations at 
any particular moment desires not 
to offend, who let it do so: but let it 
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Financial matters have always 
mystified me. I cringe when I think 
of making out my income tax, 
refuse utterly to participate in the 
stock market, and more often than 
not find something to distract my 
thinking rather than to think about 
the U.S. balance of payments. 
The facts of life 
for 
those 
facing

For example while the state's 
chief ot education. Wilson Riles can 
say the state is negligent in not 
raising its share of local school 
district and to the 50 per cent mark, 
our district receives slightly more 
than 50 per cent if my figures are 
correct. 


While property taxes in other 
districts continue to grow, local 
taxes are substantially lower and 
stable; while other school districts 
labor to make do with deteriorating 
school plants, the local district has 
physically fine schools. 


While some school districts face 
wholesale resignations from extra­ 
curricular activities on the part of 
their teachers, local participation in 
and 
support 
of 
extracurricular 
activities remains firm if not up to 
the level that could be desired. 
While other school districts are 
more than m fact bankrupt, the local 
district has some semblance of 
solvency even though it is classed as 
impoverished. 
Some two or three years ago, 
readers may recall the school board 
appointed 
a 
series 
of 
citizen 
committees, including one to look 
into the district’s finances. The 
latter committee made only one or 
two 
rather 
general 
suggestions 
including one to hire a financial 
consultant. Some members of the 
finance committee were individuals 
with 
considerable 
expertise 
in 
financial matters. 
That thought makes me humble 
when I think of writing on financial 
matters as they affect the school 
district. All I can do is to cite figures 
that I may come by with little 
ability personally to evaluate them. 
One of the recurrent comments I 
hear 
is 
something 
about 
the 
beginning balance the district had 
this past September. I am told the 
district's undistributed reserves of 
$923,290 include about $480,000 to 
take care of the 6.6 per cent salary 
raise which the school board offered 
and 
the 
teachers 
turned 
down 
because they want 8.9 per cent. 


President Nixon s freeze has held 
any raise in abeyance and that's 
where the matter sits. 
The district is faced with the 
possible loss of something more 
than $400,000 because of a loss of 
ADA monies from the state and 
federal 
governments. 
Fewer 
students-fewer dollars. 
That brings up the argument of 
district staff that vetoed the hiring 
of 
additional 
teachers. 
Lompoc 
Education Association had asked for 
10 additional teachers at the term’s 
outset, a provision that would have 
removed the problem that aroused 
teachers and parents at Westwings. 
The 10 teachers would have cost 
about $80,000 or $90,000, would have 
reduced 
class 
sizes 
significant 
percentages. 
It was the school board's decision 
to reduce staff in the face of projec- 
ions pointing to fewer students, 
hence fewer revenue dollars and so 
on. 
At the moment, the school board 
and particularly the staff is shaken 
by the furore, despite the fact that 
they feel quite sincerely that they 
have no choice, that their steward­ 
ship of the public monies and more 
importantly their stewardship of the 
future generation require that they 
play it safe. 
A review of class size as it relates 
to budget is under way. 
The anger and concern of parents 
and 
teachers 
alike 
demand 
a 
solution that everyone can embrace. 


Meandering with Jackson 
not understand itself as engaged in 
writing the moral law.
